There is probably no winter sport 
about which there radiates such good 
fellowship, sociability, and true sport- 
ing spirit as about the grand old game 
of curling. For decades back curling 
has been noted for these elements. 
When it was first played on the lochs 
of old Scotland it was the great 
medium whereby men of the district 
were united and drawn together 
through its friendly rivalry. 

As in the olden days it was a great 

factor in drawing the prominent men | 
of the community together, so today it 

is famed for these very same qualities. 
There is no room for doubt regarding 
the position which curling holds in 
the lives of our business men, pro 
fessional men, public men, in fact 
all those men of the better class in 
this country and this city, 

Edmonton is admittedly one of the 
best curling cities in Western Can- 
ada. ‘here is during the entire win 
ter plenty of the best of ice and the 
players of the grand old game can ai 
ways be assured that there wil not be 
a thaw right in the middle of a big 
bonspiel. Ir was for this reason that 
the Royal Calefonian .Curling Club 
of Canada decided to have the annual 
spiel this year in Edmonton. 

A Bonspiel 

There is no sport so environed with 
keen competition and the true spert- 
ing spirit as the game of curling. 

A curling bonspiel is the nearest 
thing to the boyhood fro'c that a 
middle-aged man can know ‘ne 
‘beys” are al ont for a good time. 
hey cut up and play larks like a 
banch of preparatory school boys. 
And they curl and take their beatings 
as though they really like 1. 

Best Curling 

Regarding the question of what part 
of the country develops the best curl- 
ers, there can be only one answer, 1.¢., 
the part trom which you yourself haul. 
And it is a truthful answer at that, 
Ontario curlers are the best curlers 
on Ontario ice—ice with a draw or 
borrow oj from three to.ten feet. Wes- 
tern curlers will average up better 
on their own ice, where the stones 
won't on a tee-high shot, work more 
than a foot sometimes. Maritime pro- 
vince curlers are probably almost as 
good as their brethren in Ontario. Jn 
Quebec, they use irons, an dthere is 
no possibility for comparison, as the 
games are quite different. 


A Curler 
Under any and all conditions there 
are certain qualifications which a 


to stand the test 
and be placed in the class with the 
best. He must primarily have a del- 
icate sense of touch, so that he can 
transmit the exact amount of strength 
into his stone. I1e must have a good 
eye and a steady hand, so that he can 
get his rock away cleanly and i nthe 
exact direction. These are the me- 
chanical essentials. 
Great Curler 

A’ great curler Nnust have the me- 
chanical skill, but in addition he must 
have steady nerves, a cool head, abso- 
Jute self-control, and a great stock of 
latent energy, mental and physical, ac- 
cording to the position he occupies on 
the rink or team. 

Positions 

A rink is composed of four players. 
The lead plays first stone and should 
be a man with sensitive touch and a 
good judgment of distance. The sec- 
ond follows the lead. He requires the 
additional qualty of being an abso- 
lutely straight shot.

YOUNG APOSTLE OF FUTURISM 
TELLS OF NEW MOVEMENT 


IS THE HEAD OF A CREED 
THAN MODERNISM 


WHICH IS MORE RADICAL || 


AND ATTACKS ALL 


OLD TRADITIONS 


London, Jan. 7.—There has just 
come to London a young Italian, nam- 
ed Signor, Marinetti, who is the leader 
of an astonishing movement which 
has caused the most furious excite- 


ment in Italy, and is spreading be-! 


yond the borders of that country. 

He is the apostle of “Futurism” 
which is a creed more modern than 
that of the Modernistsfi and attacks, 
passionately and violently, the old tra- 
ditions, the old sentiments, the old 
methods which are still potent in the 
art and politics of modern civilization. 
He is the enemy of romantic love, 
of ancient architecture, of classical art, 
of historic cities with their old stories 
and old memories, and still more 
furiously is he the enemy of old 
nen, 

He is so advanced in his ideals that 
his heroines are the militant. suffra- 
wettes of England, of whose methods 
he approves with the heartiest enthus- 
iasm, 

Is Audacious 

Certainly he das audacity, this 
young Italian. In the city of Venice, 
and before a great audience of Vene- 
tians, he denounced all that is most 
dear to that city and its people. Ven- 
ice ig rotten with romanticism!” he 
cried. “The Venetians are the touts 
of Europe. Its mouldy old palaces, 
its stinking old canals, are the home 
of eratic adventures and decadent 
luxury. ‘The Futurity wall pierce its 
mysterious shadow-world with a thou- 
sand electric lamps. They will pu 
their trams and tramways in the roads 
built over the dirty canals, The city 
will become a great port of merchan- 
dise, bringing to the city of parasites, 
dwelling only in the twilight of the 
miouldering pagt a rich and busy 
crowd of workmen and merchants. 

Needless to say, such violent words 


were rescued wrth equal violence. 
Frightful scenes of disorder took 
place in the hall and blows were 


struck right and left. So also in Mi- 
lan the audacity of the leader of the 
Futurist led to strife. For he dared 
to attack the mediaevalism of Dante, 
and the tyranny of the Dead Hand in 
art and literature. 

Cities of Tourists 

Signor Marinetti is himself a young 
man and also a poet and idealist with 
the enthusiasm and audacity of youth. 
‘To a Daily Chronicle representative 
he gave a more detailed explanation 
of ‘his philosophy. 

“Although,’ ’he said, “I was born in 
Jigypt and educated in France, I have 
the soul of an Italian. My heart beats 
for Italy, and I see that its present 
state is rotten. Our national life is 
strangled by the pulp of the dead 
hand. We are not allowed to move 
forward, according to modern necessi- 
ties of life because the way is blocked 
by the old monuments, the old statues, 


the crumbling old rules and the ro- 


mantic old sentiments which encum-

REGINA COUNCIL — Ex-Mayor Wlliams, of Regina, who was 
PUTS CITY IN THE defeated in the recent municipal elections 
BACKWOODS CLASS in the capital of Saskatchewan by Peter 

McAra, Jr., claims that he was a victim of 
the machinations of the Canadian Pacific Railway because he would 
not be a party to a scheme on the part of the big corporation to 
checkmate the G. T. P. 

Williams tells a story of how a high C. P. R. official approached 
him with the offer that if Regina could induce the government to 
head off the building of the proposed G, T. P, line south to the 
boundary from the capital city, the C. P. R. would establish a gen- 
eral divisional point at Regina employing from the start about sev- 
enteen hundred men. Jn addition the C. P. R. would allow the G. 
T. P. to use the former’s Regina terminals. Willaims failed to 
carry through the scheme and he now accuses the C. P. R. of having 
threatened to keep him out of public life and blames the influence of 
that company for his defeat in the recent election. 

On the day following that on which the Williams story was 
made public the Regina city council, held a committee meeting at 
which it decided to exclude the press from all future meetings. At 
that meeting Mayor McAra, whom Williams accuses of being a par- 
ty to the C. P. R. scheme, intimated that he would resign unless the 
committee meetings were made secret. 

The two incidents taken together furnish one of the nicest ex- 
amples of the advantages of having public business done publicly, 
and the danger of any other system. 

There may not be any connection between the Williams stery 
and the determination of the Regina city council to hold secret 
meetings, but there is certainly room for suspicion, and the city’s in- 
terests could not be injured more by having its business known to 
the world than it could by having the shadow of suspicion hanging 
over the acts of its council. 

The decision of the Regina council to hold its committee meet- 
ings in secret puts Regina in the backwoods class and brands the 
couricil as a body who have not the true sense of public service. 


It is now claimed that the high level bridge be- 
tween Edmonton and Strathcona will be com- 
pleted in 1911, and that before another munici- 
pal election comes around the two communities 
will be united physically. 

While it seems like a large order for the bridge builders, it is 
nevertheless possible that the programme will be completed. At 
least the C. P. R- will not waste any time. 

If so, it is up to the Edmonton council to give immediate atten- 
tion to the question of municipal union. 

The details which it will be necessary to work out in connection 
with the amalgamation of the two muncipalities will require some 
months to accomplish, and as the completion of the bridge will mark 
the union of the two communities in a business sense the details 
should be attended to early so that the municipal union could be 
made to coincide. 

There is now practically no argument on either side of the river 
against amalgamation. It is only a matter of detail. The sooner 
the basis is worked out the better.

BUT ROBBERY ate a reciprocity treaty, the agricultural imple- 

ment manufacturers, so Ottawa report says, 
came to the government with a declaration that they would not ob- 
ject to an abolition of the duty on certain agricultural implements 
if they could get the raw material for the same placed on the free 
: list and could get the same access to United States markets that the 
United States manufacturers got to Canadian markets. 

Such a declaration would not have been made, of course, had 
not the manufacturers felt sure that the tariff on machinery was 
going to come down anyway, or be absolutely abolished. But even 
though coming as an eleventh-hour confession it is nevertheless con- 
firmation of the contention which the free traders have made all 
along, that Canada is in as good a position to manufacture as any 
country in the world, and that the tariff is not a protection to any 
industry which has a right to thrive, but a robbery of the great nat- 
ural industries of the country for the benefit of the manufacturers en- 
joying a special privilege to tax the real producers of the Dominion.

They realized 
that unless they made their start they 
would soon be outsripped. Many ot 
the more successful demonstrators 
got together at Hempstead Plains, on 
Long Island, and after duplicating all 
the feats their foreign rivals had 
accomplished, they set out for 
straight -away flights. But before they 
accomplished any flight worthy <f 
mention the cables again announced 
another achievement that gave them 
a shock. Charles Stewart Rolls not 
only flew across the English channel, 
but, after encircling Sangatte Cliffs 
on the outskirts of Calais, he made 
the return trip without a stop and 
alighted at Dover, his starting point. 

This startling bit of intelligence 
came so close upon the heels of the 
wonderful flight that Louis Paulhan 
made from London to Mancheser, a 
distance of 186 miles, and earning 
thereby the $50,000 prize offered by 
the London Mail, that it threw the 
Americans into a state bordering on 


When word 


panic. But only a few days elapsed 
before Glenn Curtiss arose and 
stretching his wings floated down 


from Albany. Hamilton, emboldened 
by Curtiss’ success, made the Phila- 
delphia flight and every day since 
then aviation ihstory has been made. 

The years 1909 and 1910 will go 
down in history as those in which the 
man-birds made their first real and 
practical start in accomplishing that 
which baffled their forefathers for 
generations. History tells us that 
dreamers as far back as the sixteenth 
century had spent their fortunes and 
wits in trying to overcome the forces 
of the air. But only in the last year 
or two has any real progress been 
made in this invigorating sport. The 
heads of the armies of the world were 
quick to realize what an importaat 
part air-ships could play dn modern 
warfare and the many tests held were 
in reality prompted by the sons of 
Mars. The tests held at Fort Meyer, 
Va., and later at College Park, Md., 
which is now headquarters for the 
United States’ army's aeronautic de- 
partment, went far toward stimulat- 


ing and inspiring interest in the sport, |

The vice-skip requires to be a per- 
fact player “in the back” (placing a 
stone), and in addition must have 
good judgment, great optimism and a 
strong fighting spirit. Ile must back 
up his skill and adjust his conduct so 
as to give him the very best moral 
support. A vice-skip should try io 
relieve the strain under which the 
skip is playing. He plays the second 
last stone, holding the broom when 
the skip is playing, and is his right- 
hand bower at all times. 

Skip—A General 

The skip is the general of the team. 
On him depends the whole plan of the 
play. His work requires more mental 
concentration than chess and ‘he must 
be able to think and decide his mode 
of welfare on the instant; a really 
good skip almost invariably — plays 
with dispatch. He must be able to 
size the run of the ice, and the differ- 
ent stones, must know the strengthof 
his own players and perovive the weak 
nesses of his opponents so that he 
may direct the play in such a manner 
as to give ‘his opponents tie unfavor- 
able shots. 

Good Sports 

Htis whole mind must be concentrat- 
ed on his play, and his strategy shouid 
be to force his opponents to play his 
game. He must also occasionally pull 
off the unexpected. He is of necessity 
a pinch player. A good skip should 
pull off one apparently impossible 

shot in every game. He must 
be a leader and have the ability to 
unite his ring into a perfect machine. 
It is absolucely important that he be 
optimistic and that he radiate optim- 
ism and cheerful force. A good curl- 
er is a good loser and a generous win- 
ner, 

Ideal Rink 

An idealrink then would be skipped 
by a player capable of playing a high 
average stone with the latent force tu 
pull off an occasional “impossible” 
shot at a critical juncture. Ie must 
have a great strategic ability, be quick 
a sizing a situation and have good 
persinhl magnetism. His “vice” should 
be an understudy of him, but must 
bow to the decision of his superior. 
There is nothing so disastrous as 
scrapping between the skip and his 
vice, 

The second should have good op- 
timism and be perfectly strong at 
the draw game with ability to play a 
nice “hack” shot when required. The 
lead should be able to draw and te 
guard, primarily. All the members, 
especially the last three, should be 
great sweepers, able to keep the 
brooms buzzing without fatigue. 

Exercise! 

The fact of its being a game of skill 
with a slight element of chance has 
made for its popularity, It combines 
the fascination of billiards and chess 
With an expenditure of physical ex- 
ertion equal to that required in ten- 
nis. Running, jumping, sliding, con- 
tortioning, crawling along the ice ea- 
treating a wayward stone to draw, vo- 
calizing such expressions as “Whoa! 
Whoa!” acompanied with a great 
swinging back of the trunk, head, arms 
and one foot, and “Draw! Draw!” 
while the hands rest on the ice and 
the head and legs swing in the direc- 
tion in which you would coax the 
stone to go; other expressions such 
as “sweep! Sweep!” “Let her work!” 
“How is she!” and then the final bel- 
low of victory when the rock hauis 
up to the tee, keep the curlers from 
catching cold. 

Influence 

“Lnere is probably no game that has 
the influence of leading the men of 
the different walks of life than curl- 
When on the ice they are 
all “Knights o’ the Stane,” and the 
constraint of business fades away and 
is lost in the good-fellowship of the 
game. It is a game where a man 
shows himself up. It is a clean com- 
petition with good sportsmen and ex- 
emplifies that a man must play fair 
and square to be a winner. It teaches 
a man to take a keen disappointment 
With good grace and is certainly a 

splendid discipline to the unruly 
temper. It tends to self-control and 
a higher standard of manhood—a 
man must be a man among men. If 
he is not, when he takes up the ganic 
providing he stays with it long enough 
He will probably develop into” one.
